MONOPOLY VIOLATES 
TREATY 


Dr. Wang on Action by 
Changchun 


Peking, Oct. 31. 


An oil monopoly in Manchoukuo 
would undoubtedly mean a vielation

Nanking, Oct. 31 

Dr. H, H. Kung, Minister of Finance, 
Jannounced to-day that £230,000, plus 
facerued interest, had been remitted 
fo London to-day by the Chiet 
Inspectorate of Salt Revenue to pay. 
{he 1834 instalment of principal. of 
the Anglo-French Loan of 1908. This 
emittance completes payment of all 
larrears due to holders of bonds of 
this Tean. 

‘This payment, said Dr. Kung. is 
an important step toward completion 
fof the rehabilitation of the servie> 
Jot the salt-secured loans of the Chi- 
fnese Government. The plan of 1929, 
It will be recalled, provided fo! 
lgradeal payment of the arrears of 
hese loans first, of interest and then 
Jof_principal. 

Payment of the arrears of interest 
lot the Anglo-French and Crisp loans 
was completed by the end of 1980. 
[Systematic progress was also made 
toward meeting the arrears of prin 
cipal of the Anglo-French Loan, the 
senior loan enjoying salt security. 
Jand the payment. to-day wipes out 
fall arrears of this loan.

BAN ON DISCHARGE

China Adopts International 
Rule of 50-mile Limit

has issued instructions forbidding 
ships to discharge oll within 50 miles

‘operation. ‘The Ministry is, therefore,

from a benevolent tyranny to the 
more popular form of government. 
‘The question of the royal preroga- 
tive in matters concerning the life 
‘or death of a subject is probably 
‘85 good an issue on which to test 
the King's powers as any other. In. 
the’ case of most democracies the 
power to relieve a condemned man 
of the necessity of paying the full 
penalty for his crime rests with 
the ruler, subject, of course, to the 
advice of his ministers. From the 
telegrams it would seem that it 
‘was proposed that the King of Siam 
should only exercise that preroga: 
tive if the opinion of the people 
had not been obtained on the sub~ 
ject. How it was proposed that 
this should be obtained it is not 
clear, though it is obvious that if 
any Such enactment found its way 
into the statute book the final ad~ 
ministration of justice in its more 
serious aspects might be rendered 
inordinately cumbersome, apart 
from the fact that it would deny a 
relic of real monarchy, the sur- 
vival of the theory of the ruler’s 
jurisdiction over the lives of his 
subjects in certain cases. The 
justice of the and the low 
undoubtedly was to remain. in the 
‘monatch's hands, though its ulti- 
mate execution ‘might be taken 
away from him, by a provision 
which, on the face of it, has little 
to_commend it. 

But that is not all the issue; the 
dispute goes very much further 
than that. The struggle is be~ 
tween the King and the National 
Assembly for final authority in 
the decision as to what Bills shall 
‘or shall not become the law of the 
land, with the government playing

derstand, ‘Thus on September 29, 
at its 20th session, the National 
Assembly was asked by the chair- 
man to proceed with a secret vote 
with regard to the dratis of three 
Acts which had been left unsigned 
by the monarch on his departure 
for “Europe to secure treatment for 
his eyes. ‘The vote took place, re~ 
sulting in 75 members being in 
favour of confirming the drafts 
and 6 against, with the result 
that they will ‘again be submitted 
to the King in accordance with the 
requirements of he Constitution 
for his signature, and consequent 
enactment. The singular part of 
the proceedings is that the Gov- 
ernment, which might have been 
expected to side with the sovervign. 
refrained from voting, because 
they considered that the issue was 
a direct one between the Monarch 
aha the Assembly, from which it 
ly to be inferred that the kking in 
neglecting to sign the drafts was 
acting directly against the advice 
of ‘his advisers, though it is ap- 
Parent that the issue would have 
been all the clearer had they re- 
corded their convictions in the 
secret ballot. Abstention from 
voting on the part of the Govern- 
ment could only mean that they 
disapproved of the stand the King 
was adopting with regard to the 
proposed measures—or at least 
were not prepared to support him. 
In other countries, and perhaps, in 
Siam in other conditions, it would 
have been the duty of the govern- 
ment to resign and enable the 

. King to choose another ministry, 
but in the circumstances it would 
seem that the government sought 
to’ follow a course which would 
enable them to carry on and thus 
prevent a political crisis which 
would have been inevitable, if, 
supporting the King, they had 
been defeated in the ‘vote. 

Tt will be seen that with regard 
to the three Acts mentioned above’ 
a majority of the Assembly was in 
favour of the enactment of the 
measures despite the reluctance cf 
the King to sign, which, though it 
might not have amounted to un 
actual veto, certainly had that 
temporary effect. In the case of 
the death sentences it seems from 
the statements made to Reuter’s 
correspondent that the majority of 
the Assembly voted against the 
proposal to curtail his prerogative, 

id from that point of view the 

‘King is probably on safer ground 

than he appears to be in the other’ 

instance. ‘The position of the Gov- 
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‘appears to have stood aside to allow 
the Assembly to overrule the King; 
in the case of the death and life 
sentences it appears to be bent 
upon securing a limitation of royal 
prerogative which is not supported 
by a majority of the Assembly. It 
‘is consequently left with two means 
of securing the King’s withdrawol 
‘of his intention to abdicate; one, to 
ldrop the measure entirely, or, two, 
to submit the matter’ to a general 
election or a plebiscite. The issue, 
in this case, then, appears not to be 
‘one between the King and the As- 
sembly as in the other instance, but 
one between the ruler and’ his 
government. In its main aspects’ 
the problem is one involving the 
‘Siamese conception of a democracy. 
‘The government seems to be follow- 
ing a programmo in which the King 
will be completely shorn of his 
prerogatives, though in this instance. 
lhe kingly right is more of a shadow 
than anything substantial. On the 
other hand the Assembly, oF nt 
least _a majority in it, seems in- 
clined to grant the monarch the 
remnants of his former power, 
reserving to itself, however, 
the right to pass legislation over| 
lcither the King’s reluctance to sign 
‘enactments, or the exercise of a 
positive veto. Such being the case’ 
the government may be well ad- 
vised to let the shadow go, having. 
embodied the substance in the con- 
stitution which has in effect estab- 
lished what is after all_no more 
than a democratic monarchy. 








FRANCE'S CHOICE 
Nov. 6. 
'M. Gaston Doumergue’s call to 
the helm of government in France 
in February came at a time of 
erisis, the reality of which no-one 
could doubt. Nor could he or the 
responsible statesmen around him 
be under any delusion regarding 
the grivity of their task. Since 
‘those troublous days, the situation 
hhas displayed disquieting features 
but the confidence which M. 
Doumergue has been able to 
Jcommand has been a strong bul- 
wark against disaster. M. Doumer- 
gue was given wide. powers but 
it has all along been clear that 
the unanimity essential to their 
successful exercise has not been 
steadily displayed in the country. 
‘The domination of the politicians 
could not easily be shaken, even 
although unsavoury’ scandals 





ernment is by no means clear. In. 
the case of the three draft Acts it 


jaroused public opinion to a pitch 
of extreme impatience. M. Doumer- 
gue was not able to go to the 
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Tengths which, judging from his 
early speeches, he would have 
liked in grappling with the 
obstactes to the free expression of 
the people's desires. He had to 
recognize the difficulty of distin- 
guishing the national will from 
the contentions of the official 
spokesmen of the constituencies. 
He had to proceed warily in 
curbing the enthusiasm of the 
right-wing elements so as to mould 
them to his purpose and yet 
deprive the extreme left of too 
evident a ground for asserting that 
reactionary influences were domin- 
ant. He managed to rally behind 
him a strong centre party to which 
Jess violent members of the 
extreme parties could give dis- 
criminating support. He had to 
face the task of rehabilitating the 
national finances which had fallen 
fon evil days owing to administra- 
tive defects in controlling indus- 
tries, in handling the fiscal system 
and in applying an extravagant 
policy of social insurance. M. 
Doumergue took his courage in 
both hands. He instituted a severe 








retrenchment in the public ser- | 





vants' salary list—operations which 
involved “a gigantic reduction in 
personnel, sweeping cuts in salaries 
and pensions. In spite of strikes 
and other forms of protest, he 
varried the day and the country 
supported him so strongly that the 
once powerful 

hhad to acquiesce. 

But M. Doumergue realized that 
unless he could give stability to 
the national administration by 
guarding it against the weaknesses 
which had made the life of the 
normal French cabinet so short 
that no insurance broker could 
quote a reasonable premium on its 
account, his efforts would be of no 
avail. In other words the authority 
of the Government must be 
restored. The average life of the 
six Governments which had been 
entrusted with France's destiny 
during the twenty months ended in 
February last was three months. 
There had been no less than six 
different cabinets in that short 
period. The power of throwing a 
Government out of office rested with 
men who suffer no personal dis- 
abilities in wielding that power. 
‘The Prime Minister lacked con 
stitutional authority: The extreme 
radical elements were using that. 
position to work for a dictatorship 
for themselves. Hence came the 
decision to put into foree a com- 
prehensive programme of constitu- 
tional reform. With that programme 


M. Doumergue is prepared to 
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proceed and, if necessary, to force 
| dissolution in order to obtain the 
full approval of the nation for his 
plans. As has been revealed, his 
| scheme is based largely on existing 
British practice. The Prime Mini- 
ster’s office is to be reorganized 
so that his continuance in office 
coincides with the parliamentary 
existerce of his supporters. With 
the technical details of the procedure 
by which the President intends to 
get hiss way it is not necessary to, 
deal. He is being vigorously 
opposed by the Socialist-Communist 
‘combination who hope, by securing 
a rejection of his’ provisional 
‘budget proposals, to force him to 
resign. ‘The Prime Minister has 
been lately deserted by certain 
radical colleagues whose party ties 
were too strong for their national 
sense of duty. Therefore the 
issue hangs in the balance. 

MM. Doumerguc's strength ‘lies in 
the ‘vigour of the direct appeals 
which he has successively made to. 
the nation at large. He has not 
hesitated to expound the dangers. 
of trifling the crisis. On 
October 4 he delivered a broadcast 
address outlining the details of his

Remembering the scenes of Feb- 
ruary last many of his hearers 
must have been impressed by the 
accuracy of his diagnosis.

M, Doumergue appealed to his 
colleagues’ patriotism. ‘The even 
fiercer crisis precipitated by the 
tragedies at Marseilles has success- 
fully passed. Perhaps it_helped, 
indeed, to consolidate M. Doumer- 
‘gue’s position as France's protector 
‘against communist dictatorship. 
Now, it seems, he is putting his 
ascendancy to’ the supreme test 
and the events of the next few 
ys will be watched with anxious 
interest. The economic and politi- 
‘cal stability of France is vital to 
the recovery of Europe. She re~ 
quires, as never before, the full 
authority of a representative na- 
tional government to carry her 
safely through the very dificult 
days ahead. Her friends will hope 
that the voice of reason will make 
itself effectively heard. M. 
‘Doumergue’s venerable personality, 
his high reputation and his excep 
tional achievements should make a 
strong appeal. France is asked by 
him to reject all possibility of 
entrusting power to the Socialist 
‘Communist alliance which stands 
for

Chairs of Chivalry at the Univer= 
sities. From the study of me~ 
[diaeval literature and romance it 
is hoped to derive a new liking for 
those qualities which Lord Baden 
Powell had in mind when he es 
tablished the Boy Scout's daily 
Good Deed. As the Universities 
in the long run govern the 
thoughts of the mass of the peo- 
ple, the clear intention is to im~ 
[press the merits of chivalry on the 
nation as a whole, To some 
minds the project seems timely. 
Pair play and sportsmanship are 
Jaualities more talked about than 
jexemplified. Modern — gladiatorial 
combats, whether on the Centre 
Court at Wimbledon, at Lords or 
at Wembley, seem “to lead away 
from the fundamental gaiety of 
the Knight Errant.

University may be a valuable 
means of directing closer attention 
to the study of history. Its limita~ 
tlons would be marked. However 
chivalrous Merrie England may 
have been in the days of Good 
Queen Bess, the emancipated young. 
Englishwoman of to-day would 
hesitate to applaud revival of that 
atmosphere in all respects. For 
‘even the presence of a woman on 
the throne did not prevent the law 
from authorizing the sale of a 
twenty-year old girl to be the 
bond-serving wife of a Middlesex 
Iabourer and her subsequent 
execution by hanging three months 
Tater on the ground that she had 
deserted the service of the man 
into whose “keeping and custody 
she had been committed.” So 
pessimists in indicting the manners 
‘of modern men, are not likely to 
command the enthusiastic support 
fof modern women if they too 
completely revive the traditions of 
so-called chivalrous ages. ‘And, in 
the last resort, the manners of men 
are very much what women make 
them. It is not the Professor in 
the University Chair who calls the 
tune, but the flapper of eighteen.

A few 
months ago the Postmaster General 
lbegan a general overhauling of the 
system with a view to improving its 
leMciency, reducing expenses and 
costs to the public. As a result of 
Jan intensive campaign of work and 
jadvertising it was found possible to 
feut down telephone costs consider- 
lably, and further reductions are pro- 
mised. Now the whole telegraphic 
lsyster has been overhauled and.

Imachinery permits many important 
ldevelopments. Sweeping reforms 
fare being planned by experts and it 
is fully expected that they will en- 
lable the Postmaster General to in.

It is within 
living memory that the Salvation 
‘Army was subjected to all sorts of 
persecution, ‘contempt and. ridicule, 
Its founder and those who so loyally 
stood by him persevered with their 
work and sueceeded in building up 
an organization’ which is doing 
wonderful work ‘throughout the 
whole world, “It reached” into the 
highways and byways. aiding the 
sick, relieving the poor and bringing 
into better paths of life people who 
otherwise would “have sunk lower 
than when the Army first found 
them. “Tt was, in truth, a Church 
militant and the work which It aid 
will for ever redound to the credit 
‘of those who controlled it, amongst 
‘whom ‘General Higgins’s name. Will 
rank high.

Missionaries Astounded at the Englighted Attitude of 
Country’s Leader: Ravages of Feng Regime 
From Com OWN Comsrowoent 


Ninghsia, Kansu, Oct, 19. 
‘The atirective features of old 
Lanchow held the Generalissimo and 
‘his party till the last, but still alittle 
Of the practical remained to be done 
fand thig took the form of visits to 
the Mint snd to a woollen factory 
that fell upon evil days, and discus 
‘sion on possible economic develop 
ment. The Mint seems to be a 
Targe plant for so distant and inac~ 
‘cessible a place. Or it was inacces- 
sible when that machinery was 
patiently Fauled on carts from the 
Seaboard or railhead. It can make 
dollars and cents with the best of 
them, but it has not been allowed to 
work very. arduously at the task 
‘ince the ‘National Government got 
lis hand on the place. Once on a 
time its machinery worked feverish 
ly, Now, maybe, it stirs but once or 
‘ice a ‘week, if that. One unhappy 
feature about it is that there are al- 
most as many officials attached to it 
fas workers, Near the Mint are build 
ings ‘whieh General Feng Yuehsiang 
used to ulllize as an arsenal. ‘They 
are now employed turning out 
Ploughshares, and farming im 
ments of all’ kinds, as well as brass 
basins, coal stoves, and irons for the 
Iaundtymen.. The ‘Mahommedans are 
in the majority about here so, being 
clean people, there must be plenty 
‘of, Taundrymen even if there. does 
hot happen to be much use for bar 
bers. 








Heian Woollen Mill in Rul 

‘The woollen mill looks tragic in 
its oneliness, and rueful in its rust, 
Tt used to turn out 90,000 yards of 
loth a month till 1927. ‘was 
the year Feng and his horde arrived 
‘They did many things in this city 
‘of Lanchow but ‘among the worst 
Wwas the stoppage of this mill. The 
machinery is Belgian and bears the 
date of 1908, A couple of Belgians 
‘used to operate it with a Chinese 
staff, ‘The Belgians and the workers 
fed before the fury of Feng. The 
ollers left so hurriedly that’ not a 
Grop of oil was put on the equip- 
ment, {tis frozen fast_ now. “When 
Generalissimo Chiang Kat-shek and 
Marshal Chang Hsiao-liang went 
‘along to icok at the ruin the enter- 
prising enginner contrived to get one 
boller. going and greased the creaky 
earings of the shafting until he was 
able (0 set, it in motion. When the 
party. reached .the milla plereing 
Blast of welcome was blown on the 
whietle and it looked as if it was 
golng to keep on shricking til the 
fires died, for the valve resented the 
awakening and refused to cease 
Work till wrenches relieved it, The 
clanking of the shafting, the grunt. 
ing and groaning of the reluctant 
belie over the defunct dust-covered 
‘and ‘rust embellished machines, re- 
minded one of a man whose flesh is 
dead "but" whose spirit continues 
hopefully to strive. ‘Sooner or la 
that mill will be operating again, but 
it to bo hoped that new machinery 
will be secured rather than » that 
much money be spent on an attempt 
to revive thooe rusted bones. 


Other Enterprises 


‘The mill was the product of that 
famous ond enterprising Viceroy, Jao 
Chung-tang, who administered’ the 
eight Western provinces for many 
years. He built the road from 
Tungkwan to Lanchow and beyond 
fnd he had it planted with trees the 
Whole of iis distance. When he lived 
men who damaged any tree lost their 
lives—but now few trees are stand 
{ing to tell of the past and its glories. 
Over that “road. the machinery for 
the mill’ was carted from rallhead, 
wherever "that was 25" years ago. 
‘Anyway, it is stated that each cart- 
oad took over a year trom the time 
it was loaded to reach Lanchow. 

Another economic murder which 
Feng committed was the closing of 
copper mine up country in Kansu. 
It algo was worked by foreigners, 
but they also fled. The report is thai 
the copper was high grade, easily 
worked, and profitably marketed. 
‘That, t00, will probably be re-started. 
‘Then there is coal mining to develop, 
‘A. short distance from Larichow are 
Coal seams that are worked by native 
methods, and which supply. the 
electric ‘tight works and the Mint, 
fd fll public wants 1 looks prety 
ood coal, and should get better as 
depth is recched. 


Road to Sian 


Other industries were spoken of 
and there is a good chance for this 
region to see some development in 
due course, ‘The road from Sian is 
‘well under way, and providing the 
cost of gasoline is reduced there 
should be a lot of motor traffic.

Misslonaries as Scouts 
‘The opinion of the missionaries on 
the situation in Kansu was sought 
‘ata tea party which was given to 
them oy" the Generalissimo and 
Madame” Chiang Kaishek. There 
was a large gathering, and they 
heard what to them was the sur- 
prising wleclaration that the Govern- 
rent welcomed the co-operation of 
the missionaries in elevating the 
masses. ‘The look of ineredibility on 
the faces of those present was _ap- 
parent to all observers, but the Gen- 
eralisoimo and Madame Chiang Ki 
Shek soon convinced them that 
they were hearing aright. A. direct 
fand straightforward ‘request for co- 
‘operation in the development of the 
New Life Movement as weil as the 
Christian’ movement was made 10 
them, and they responded by forth- 
with’ forming a ‘committee and ex- 
pressing rerdiness to work. Just os 
‘uiekly" the Generalissimo called 
the Governor, General Chu  Shao- 
Vang, introcuced him to the newly 
formed committee, requested him to 
Introduce them to’ the leaders of the 
New Life Movement, and to call a 
committee meeting to begin work.

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COTTON CULTURE IN ANHUI 


Nanking University Assists in Improving. the Crop: 
Medical Assistance in Wukiang

Hohsien, An, Oct. 20. 

A few weeks ago, an account was 
given of how Medhurst College had 
Sent a group of students under the 
Guidance of one of the Masters, to 
make the beginning of a survey of 
this sien, in response to an appeal 
from our’ Magistrate, But -Medhurst 
College is not alone in co-operating 
with the officials of the hsien in the 
development of its physical resources 
fand in the promotion of the welfare 
‘of the people. The University of 
Nanking has been actively engaged 
here ever since the year 1923. It is 
proposed to ive here some account 
‘Of how this" work was begun and 
how it has been carried out. 

‘From the fall of 1919 to that of 
1922, Piofessor J. B. Griffing accli- 
matized two varieties of cotton at the 
University of Nanking, Of these 
‘Aeala Is the one best adapted to the 
‘Yangtze valley. He looked about 
for @ good cotton producing district 
in the immediate vicinity of Nan~ 
king where this. variety could be 
produced in quantity s0 as to pro~ 
Vide seed for distribution among the 
Yarmers, and finally decided on the 
tract of land around Wukiang in the 
northeast of this hsien. Cotton of 
fan inferior quality was at this time 
being produced in this area. 

In the fall of 1923, the Extension 
Department of the College of Agri- 
culture and Forestry of the Univer- 
sity of Nanking, sent Mr. Li Chi-chiai 
fan extension Worker, to Wukiang 10 
train the farmers in’ colton growing. 
Mr, Li took with him ten. piculs of 
the acclimatized Acala cotton seed. 
He went around frst among the 
farmers explaining his mission and 
telling them how he had this super- 
or type of cotton seed and was 
anxious to donate ten catties to any 
farmer’ who was willing to sow that 
amount as an experiment. He found 
100 who. promised to try the experi- 
ment and gave each a ticket for ten 
faities, “At the time for the distribu. 
lon ot the seed, a great’ many of 
those who made the promise, did 
not put in an appearance. Of those 
‘who did come for the seed, some 
fed Mt to thelr animals while’ others 
‘who feared that something evil was 
eonnected with the gift, either threw 
ft Into thelr manure pits or burned 
it, Anyway, nine out of the 100 
actually “planted the seed and. hi 
Vested the cotton. The yield of 
these nine patches, convinced all 
Who saw the cotton before it was 
harvested, that there was no oficial 
trick behind the free distribution of 
the seed. 














‘Teaching the Children 
In the year 1924, Mr. Li rented a 
piece of land from a monastery for 
2 Demonstration Farm and a howse 
from the entry for a half-d 
school for farmers’ children. 
enrollment was only nine. When 





the. weather permitted, he took the 


children out In the -atternoons 
fork on the cotton farm. He 
Fanged for an exhibit in the fall and 
eft’ the ‘cotton unpicked until after 
‘the exhibit, so that, all the farmers 
‘who ‘come to market could see with 
thelr own eyes that each cotton 
plant was actually producing such 
Bn enormous yield of this excellent 
Variety. After that exhibit, the 
rouble has been, not to persuade 
the farmers that this was a bona fide 
Improved variety but to provide 
seed for all who came wanting st 
‘A of the. available seed was soon 
Aispored of. 

Try the year 1925, when this new 
cotton came to market, the local 
dealers in cotton refused to give the 
farmers as much for it as they were 
giving for the old variety of much 
Inferior quality. farmers ap- 
etled. tothe University authorities 
with the result that Mr. Paul Hsu 
established a Co-operative Market 
Ing of Cotton in Wukiang. Now in- 
stead of receiving $2 less per picul 
for thelr cotton than their die-hard 
neighbours were receiving for their 
inferior stuff, they received $8 per 
picul more than the local dealers 
would ‘ive, Not only, so, but, the 
Co-operative also puret eo 

riety and was able to give, the 
farmers “$4 per picul “more “than 
the local dealers were paying. Thus 
another flip was given to the pop- 
larity of the acclimatized Acala 
while at the same time an, import. 
ant movement in the form of 
Co-operatives was firmly established 
among the people. 

Better Price Secured 

Another cause contributed, to the 
securing of the better price for 
‘the cotton sold by the co-operative. 
Mr. Griffing had observed the methods 
adopted by the middiemen in the 
Jocailty and found. that they water 
fed the cotton as they baled it. | He 
decided to try ginning and baling for 
the co-operative and made an arrange- 
ment with the cotton mills In Shang- 
hal. ta purchase his properly baled’ 
cotton. At once all that he could |

‘could with these dishonest. middle-

Besides assisting the co-operative to 
secure the higher price for the fibre, 
this ginning of the Acala helped to 
‘obtain purer seed than could be secur- 
fed from the farmers if they were al- 
Tewed to gin the improved cotton tnem= 
selves, when they did the ginning.

‘The year 1990 promised to be the 
beginning of a new era for the di 
Velopment of the Extention work in 
the Wuklang area. The Central Agri- 
cultural Extention Committee of the 
Nanking Government, made a contract 
with the University of Nanking, by 
Which the work already started at 
Wukiang war to be pushed mire 
rapidly, the Government bearing the 
extra expense involved while the 
University was to carry out the plans. 
‘A. very elaborate programme was 
‘drawn up and the work went apace. 
‘A. gin-house costing $4,000 was built 
‘and an allowance of $500 a month 
was granted, beginning in October, 
1000, “Besides ginning cotton it was 
equipped to shell rice and pump| 
water for irrigation. Also the begin- 
ning of a seed farm for the Multipli- 
cation of Improved seeds of Cotton, 
Wheat, Rice and Soya Beans was 
established by the purchase of 50 
mow of land.

‘Mr. Shao's Report 

Nothing is appreciated better by 
the people than’ clinic in the coun- 
try ‘for social work. At Wukiang, 
‘more than ten years of agricultural 
tension work had been done and a 
small clinie had also been started. But 
there was no qualified doctor or 

yaduate nurse connected with it 
fand we were afraid that there might 
be a danger in the long run. So we 
decided to stop this old clinic and 
start a new one. 

‘With the co-operation of the Uni- 
versity Hospital we can have a. 
travelling Doctor—Dr. Li Ru-lien—tree 
‘of charge and employ a graduate 
nurse, Mr. Wang An-loh. Mr. Wang's 
salary is $40 a month. ‘The Farmers’ 
‘Association can only collect ten. The: 
iscussion group of the social work in 
the University had Kindly agreed to 
be le for a half of Mr. 
Wang's salary for six months with 
the idea of helping the farmers out. 
Afier that, the Farmers’ Association 
is to run this elinie Independently. 

‘The Advent Christian Mission has. 
‘a good-sized church building on the 
main street. ‘They promised to allow 
lus to use part of it for this clinic. 
In July 1, 1933, we began to repair 
the place and on July 24th the clinic 
began to receive patients. ‘The first 
registration fee is" ten coppers. For 
the next registration a charge of 
10 to 20 cents is made for medicine 
‘and treatment according to the case.

WEATHER CHANGES IN 
HANKOW 


Complaints About Water 
Supply 
Frost Ovn Own Comsesronoent 


Hankow, Oct. 27. 

Glorious weather was experienced 
last weekend, the temperature invit- 
ing summer ‘garb to be once’ again 
worn. In the early hours of Tuesday, 
however, a change came when the 
wind swung Found to the north-east, 
and within a few hours the thermo- 
meter had dropped over 20 degrees. 
‘The effect of this change was soon 
Japparent when a demand set in for 
cold cures. The “snap” did not last 
ong as on ‘Thursday the sun appeared 
again, and the wind dropped, and 
there is now every indication of an- 
other warm and fine weekend. 

‘Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang return- 
‘ed here by areoplane on Monday. He 
attended a meeting at the Kuoming- 
tang Headquarters in Wuchang on 
‘Thursday at which ways and means 
of improving the lot of the farmers 
in the surrounding districts was dis 
Jcussed. It is proposed to have several 
lectures by men who shave studied 
conditions, and efforts will be made 
to bring up to date the methods for 
farming, and to provide education for 
{the people. This will no doubt pro- 
vide a big task when taking into con- 
sideration the vast numbers involved. 

‘According to local press reports the 
work of completing the railway be- 
tween here and Kueichowf in Sx 
chuen, which was discontinued dur- 
ing the World War, is shortly to be 
resumed. This will be a very big 
asset to the trade of the two pro- 
vinces if it materializes as it will 
facilitate the transportation of cargo 
which at the present time has to be 
‘brought down through the Yangtze 
Gorges. 

Bone of Contention 

Although the local water supply 
Jhas always been unfit for consump- 
tion direct from the tap, it has never 
been so bad as at the ‘present time, 
when the SAD. 3 had to publish & 
notice warning the public against 
Jdcinking it unboiled.

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TURNIP HARVEST OF 
JUKAO 


‘The Raw Roots as Delicate 
Presents 
Frost Oux Own Comusrowoene 


Jukao, Ku, Oct. 28. 

‘The turnip harvest of Jukao is in 
full ‘swing. Farmers are working 
almost day and night gathering in 
the luscious turnip. During the 13th 
to the 16th of the Chinese moon, 
which were beautiful nights, the 
Chinese worked in the moonlight 
picking turnips and sending them 
away in boat loads to the selling and 
packing places. 

‘For many decades the Jukao sec- 
tion has been known for its pigs and 
ts wonderful turnips. ‘The fame of 
the Jukao pigs has extended to far 
into the world. A’ Philippine firm 
hhas’a large plant in Jukao where 
hogs are examined, killed, packed, 
ete, for foreign trade. Slill more 
important are the turnips. The Jukao 
turnip is on the market throughout 
all the year. Just as people in 
Shanghaj and foreign countries send 
fruit and flowers to patients in the 
hospital, in like manner the Jukao 
folks send raw turnips to their sick 
relatives in the hospital. Hundreds 
of people make a living by selling 
turnips from house to house. One 
‘of Jukao's common Chinese dishes js 
pork and turnips. The smell of tur~ 
nip is in the land and it needs no 
keen nose to detect it 

Especially this month’ the farmers 
busy themselves, for this is of all the 
year the month for the best turnips. 
Practically every farmer has one or 
two mow of turnips and they sell at 
a fine price. 

Plenty of Opium Offenders 

‘The city of Juako is very peaceful. 
‘The soldier is not seen in large num- 
bers and robbers are rather few. The 
prisoners are largely opium sellers or 
Users. ‘The prison is overfull and 
conditions are not altogether sanitary. 

‘A common industry of Jukao is 
thresdmaking. "Along many” impor- 
tant highways of the city itself the 
threadmakers have put up their 
home-made machinery. Much to the: 
annoyance of pedestrians and rick 
shaws these men carry on the trade

New Regulations Introduced 
in Peking 


Peking, Oct. 28. 

As a part of the local New Life 
‘movement, which has shown renewed 
‘activity since the arrival of Gen, 
Chiang Kai-shek, the Peking Munici- 
al Government has launched a cam- 
}paign against what is described as the 
‘queer dress of Chinese women, 

‘The Bureaux of Social Welfare and 
Public Safely yesterday issued a pro 
clamation, announcing ten regulations 
governing female attire. It is pointed 
Jout in the proclamation that these re~ 
utations were first promulgated by 
the headquarters of Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek in Nanchang and have been en 
forced in that city and other districts 
jin the South, where the New Life 
‘movement is active, 

‘According to the second regulation, 
the length and size of gowns and 
short dresses should conform to the

"Those who 
have bobbed hair must not grow it 
so long as to reach to the bottom of 
thelr collars, Women also are for- 
hidden to appear in the streots in

Local tailoring establishments Kave 
been advised of these regulations 
‘They are liable to fines if they should 
make any dresses for thelr women 
customers which violate the regula- 
tons. 

‘The regulations will'be frst applied 
to the women employees of the 
various government organs, women 
teachers and students, and the families 
of government employees, ‘This be- 
gins on December 1. The rules will 
be effective for other classes of wo- 
men on the first of next year. 








RECORD BUDGET FOR 
JAPAN

NEW ISLES APPEAR OFF 
KAGOSHIMA 


Kagoshima, Oct. 30. 

‘The appearance of three new isles 
off Kagoshima, in south Kyushu, is, 
causing sensation among local in- 
habitants. 

‘The isles appeared over the surface 
between Iwo Island and Take Island, 
whieh have been in a slate of violent 
vvoleanic eruption since last month and

Looking to he Future 

All these possibilities have been 
discerned by Sir Philip Sassoon on 
the tour now concluded. ‘That tour 
took him ‘across fourteen countries; 
Wt covered the use of seven different 
types of aircraft, civil and military, 
and Sir Philip, in an interview on 
his return, expressed the conviction 
that civil’ air transport in the not

lines. The chief difculty over this 
part of the route is dampness of 
aerodromes during" the monsoon 
period, but this matter is receiving 
the attention of aerodrome experts.

Proposals of Japanese 


Proposals submitted by a committee 
of the Japanese Residents’ Corpora 
tion for revision of the sysiem of 
education in the Settlement have 
been considered by the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council. On Wednesday 
members had further details of the 
scheme submitted by the Japanese 
corporation explained to them by Mr 
K. Sugimoto and Mr. ¥. tkeda, repre- 
senting the corporation. No decisior 
Was arrived at, the board adjourning 
before the discussion of the proposals 
had been completed, 

‘The proposals were: 

(Q) That the Council abandon its 
present aystem of controlling ané 
managing municipal schools 

@). That the Council distribute 
subsidies to local schools which are 
being controlled and managed by’ 
varlous foreign communities; 

(3) That the fund to be annually 
appropriated hereafter to such suh- 
sidies be fixed at the sum as bud- 
elted for the fiscal year 1994, includ- 
Ing the ordinary and extraordinary 
expenditure, as its standard; 

(4). That the ratio of appropriations} 
to each Individual foreign schoo! be 
based on the number of school chil- 
dren accommodated therein or on the’ 
number of ratepayers to the Shanghai 
Municipal Council. 

‘A report submitted fo the meeting 
by the Acting Treasurer and Control 
Ter stated that in 1983 the foreign 
ehildren attending municipal and 
Hrant-alded schools, numbered 6,501, 
of whom about one-half were Japan- 
exe, ‘The 1934 Budget provided for 
fan ordinary expenditure of $1,068,490 
fon foreign education. If appropria- 
tions to forelgm schools were based 
fon the number of children therein, 
the Japanese schools would receive 
roughly $500,000 in place of the grant 
of $118,000 for 1034. If, as recom- 
mended in the memorandum of the 
corporation, this principle were 
applied to both ordinary and extr 
ordinary expenditure, which were 
estimated at $1,480,000 in 1994, the 
total amount accruing to the Japanese 
schools would be rather more than 
$700,000, In 1984 the Japanese Resi- 

‘contribution in 
‘Support of Japanese schools _ was: 
estimated at $927,000, the necessity 
Tor which was related to the low 
seale of fees in force. Only a 
minority of the children paid the 
maximum fee of $5 a month. 


Japanese Explain 


‘The Japanese representatives having| 
been invited to explain or amplify 
the proposals contained in the mem- 
orandum, Mr. Ikeda. sald that the 
purpose of tHe memorandum was to| 
find a remedy for conditions which 
were regarded as inequitable, inas- 
much as the Council's ordinary and 
extraordinary expenditure on educa- 
fon, amounting to about $3,000,000 
annually, provided educational assist- 
lance to some 6,000 Chinese boys and 
girls and only about 1,560 foreign 
children, apart from those benefitting 
under the grant-in-aid scheme. Tt 
was realized that adoption of the 
Japanese proposals precisely as set 
forth in the memorandum would con- 
stitule a reversal of the Council's 
educational system, which would be 
‘attended by great difficulties. ‘The 
| body which he represented, therefore, 
would mot oppose any | necessary. 
modifications of the scheme.

could be financed without additional 
taxation, but as it would in any case 
be impossible to provide education 
for all those in need of it, it appeared 
necessary to fix a limit to the increas 
ing expenditure, if indeed the lmit 
had not already been reached, and 
to arrange that a larger proportion 
of the available funds should be used 
for the benefit of children who did 
not attend municipal schools. Under 
present conditions a number of well-| 
to-do people derived benefit trom the! 
Council's expenditure on school 
while a large proportion of resident 
perhaps 90 per cent., were unable to 
Afford the fees for’ their children's 
education. This year the Japanese 
schools provided education for about 
3,600 children, and next year \the 
figure was likely to exceed 4000, and 
most of the cost fell.on the parents. 

Mr. Tkeda added that further study 
of the Council's financial position had 
necessitated a change of attitude sinc 
the memorandum was drawn up. It 
was realized that it would be dificult 
to carry out the original idea, but 
his Committee nevertheless strongly 
desired that there should be a better 
apportionment of available funds. He 
‘suggested that the present system be 
changed gradually, with the object of 
diverting capital expenditure to the| 
assistance of non-municipal schools by 
grants-in-aid, the allocation of funds 
to accord with proposal No. 4. 


Apportionment of Fundy 

‘A member of the board said there 
were various ways in which the funds 
allocated to education could be ap- 
portioned. Approximately in terms 
‘of population there were residing in 
the Settlement, or on outlying mun! 
cipal roads. Japanese residents 18.478| 
(8.438 children under 15), other 
eign residents 17,993 (3493 children 
under 15), Chinese residents 971,397 
(253,388 children under 15). On ‘the’ 
other hand, taking the proportion in. 
which the ‘burden of municipal ex- 
penditure was borne by the contribu 
tion of rates, it would be found that 
the Japanese contributed 7.5 per cent. 
‘of the municipal rates, the other for- 
eign nationalities contributed 504 per 
cent., and the Chinese 42.1 per cent. 
Taking these Sgures into considers 
tion it was desirable to know what 
method of apportionment was intend- 
ed to be suggested in the memo- 
rondum. 

‘Mr, Tkeda replied that it was for 
the Council to. decide whether the 
apportionment of funds should depend 
on the numbers of residents of the 
different natfonalities, and whether or 
not the nationalities should be treated 
on a strictly equal basis. He Inclined 
to the belief that the total expenditure 
fon education, as set forth in the 
Budget for 1934, had about reached 
the permissible maximum, though if 
there was any increase in the Coun- 
cil's revenue the amount allotted to| 
‘education might be proportionately 
inereased, the excess to be wholly 
devoted to grants to private schools. 
‘The Japanese Residents’ Corporation 
desired to emphasize that the benefits| 
received by the community at large 
were not comparable with those ac- 
ceruing under the Japanese system. In 
the Japanese schools the expenditure 
was $80 or $10 per annum per child, 
while in other foreign schools in the 
Settlement it was over $400.

‘The Japanese Government provided 


a subsidy of ¥. 80,000 per annum. 


Mr. Tkeda added that ordinary ex- 


penditure on Japanese schools in 
Shanghai for 1935 was estimated at 
‘about $587,000 and income at $539,000 

Tn further discussion it was pointed 
out that the Council was necessarily 
concerned only with the education of 
children of ratepayers or residents 
within the Settlement or with those 
children ‘residing on the outlying 
municipal roads whose parents paid 
rates to the Shanghal Municipal 
Council, and one of the dimeult ques- 
tions in regard to grants-in-aid as 
‘against direct. munleipal educational 
provision was that schools receiving 
grants-in-aid might quite obviously 
be catering for children living out- 
side the Settlement whose parents did 
not pay rates to the Council. ‘The 
Council charged a 25 per cent. ad-

Tt wag also pointed out that, during 
the past month, the Federal Reserve 
System received 3,700,000 oz. of the 
white metal trom’ Vera Cruz and 
Tampico.

As. for 
me, I might as well confess that I 
‘am| much more concerned over the 
“Smoke” than the “fire.” for I have 
never entertained sxy hope for materi- 
al assistance against Japanese aggres- 
Sion, to which China is fully entitled, 
from the League and its pledged 
members, but I cannot help being 
disappointed over the lack of moral 
Justice, over the inequity of the 
amount of “lip-service” that has been 
rendered the aggressor, over the en- 
‘couragements Japan has received, and 
ig still receiving, from irresponsible 
yournalism and unscrupulous politics. 

“Where there is so much smoke, 

‘That is what 
I think, knowing that anything less 
‘obvious’ from me will be branded as 
the “characteristic assumption of the 
Chinese.” Even such a statement is, 
‘of course, not entirely immune from 
contradiction, for haven't we seen 
in the last years how effectively the 
Dlackest block and the whitest white 
could be confused? 

Now, if Lord Barnby's mission ws 
as devoid of political purposes as it 
hhad been, professed tobe, why was 
its “true” character so effectively 
“smoke"-sereened by bis lordship's 
statements, frst: — 

my personal opinion is that 
‘wilt be made by Great Britain 
fer any other foreign power by further 
delaying the recognition of the gov- 
ferment of the Manchoukvo.” 
and then:— 

“The revival of the Anglo-Ja 
“Alliance has become the -hope 
thinking people In Great Britain?” 
‘The one was in behalf of the 

“thinking people in Great Britain,” 
the other ‘an advice even to “any 
other foreign power.” Not even the 
Tokyo War Office could have made 
a stronger plea for the revival of 
the Alliance and for expediting the 
recognition! 

Giving every due credit to the 
mission's occasional outburst over its 
virtuousness, the case, at best, is one 
of the sheep in wolt-skin. While 
‘such a process is desirable of ensur- 
ing the sheep's being received among 
the wolves as one of their own, no 
objection could certainly be raised 
because others are crying "Wolt."— 
that is, if the mission should really 
be as sheepish as every now and 
then it had pretended to be. And, 
just as those statements quoted have 
been welcomed by the Japanese as 
lexpressions of congenial political 
thoughts, have given them the hope, 
false or otherwise, of the realization 
of the “Alliance” ‘and “Recognition”, 
it cannot help but be regarded with 
‘alarm from quarters -which do not 
share the conviction of those “think- 
ing peopie in Great Britain,” and 
which are rot quite so engrossed over 
the “gain” which might ensue from 
‘an illegal action, condemned by four- 
Alths of the nations of the globe,

Japan Denounces Treaties 


Washington, Oct. 29. 


PHE United States Navy has completed plans for the fortification of 


four powerful bases in the Pacific in the event of Japan terminating 


the Washington and London Naval 


‘Treaties and negotiations for a new 


naval agreement satisfactory to the United States collapsing. 
Tt was learned to-day that the Navy Department's plans provide 
for the fortifying of the following bases: 


1, Dutch Harbour, Alaska, 
2. Pearl Harbour,’ Hawaii. 


3. Corregidor, Philippine Islands. 


4. Samoa. 


‘The proposed naval base at Dutch Harbour, Alaska, would chiefly 
comprise a fuelling depot for the large ships of the United States Fleet

Dutch Harbour is situated on the Aleutian 


Islands which reach out 1,500 miles into the Pacific Ocean from the 
mainland of United States, and reach to within 650 miles of the Japan

‘The US. Fleet will hold its annual 
manauvres off the Aleutian Islands 
in 1995 for the first time in history. 
Large defence works would also be 
Installed at Dutch Harbour, under 
‘the navy's: plans. 

‘Samoa, like Guam, is entirely une 
protected at the present time, There 
fre no weapons of offence or defence 
larger than a machine-gun on the 
entire islands but, if Japan ter~ 
minates the Washington and London.

Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
Paris, Nov. 2. 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild, art 
collector and financier, last of the 
third generation of the great Roths- 
child banking family, died at his 
‘Seine Chateau to-day. 

‘He was one of the three grandsons 
of old Meyer Amschel Rothschild, in 
the French branch of progeniture of 
that griztled old Jewish money 
‘changer of the ghetto of Frankfort~ 
fon-Main who carried his family 10 
fame and fortune, 

"A. member of the Academ des 
Beaux Aris in the Institut de France, 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild leaves 
‘one of the richest collections of art 
fexistant in Europe to-day. | He spent 
2 lifetime in collecting old engrav- 
Ings and has some of the finest known 
plates and originals of Rembrandt, 

‘Millions of his money have been 
spent in providing homes for Jewish 
fexiles in Palestine, for he was one 
‘of the most ardent founders of the 
Zionist movement. Thousands of Ger- 
man Jewish exiles who took refuge 
in France after Hitler's advent to 
power were sent to Palestine by funds 
furnished by Bacon de Rothschild. 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild w: 
the third son of Baron James 
Rothschild, fifth of the sons of Meyer 
‘Amschel Rothschild, Baron James 
hhad been sent by the elder Rothschild 
to open the firm's banking house in 
Paris, thus founding the French 
branch of the family which has won 
distinction in industry, finance, art 
‘and through fast horses. 

‘Married toa cousin, Adelaide de 
Rothschild, Baron Edmond had a 
daughter, ' Miriam, and two sons, 
‘James and Maurice, The latter is a 
French Senator. ‘The townhouse of 
Baron Edmond, next door to | the 
British Embassy at 41 Rue du Fau- 
bourg Saint Honore, is lke a mus 
seum, filled with rare etchings, en- 
ravings and paintings of the 17th 
Toth “Centuries. His collection of 
Rembrandis is the greatest in the 
world and the Louvre and other mu- 
seums hope to benefit from this rich 
collection. 

His interest in art led him to 
create in London the House of the 
Insitute of France. In France, hig 
many philanthropic gifts included 
funds for developing a student cen- 
tre, housag young men and women 
of all nations under the title of "Uni- 
versity City."—United Press.

Popular Telephone 

Startling results of the reduction of 
telephone charges, which came into 
force on October 1, have been announe- 
ed by Sir Kingsly-Wood, the Post- 
master General. In the. first week 
orders for more than 12000 new 
telephones were received, compared 
with about 5,000 for the average week 
before October 1, At the same time 
the number of discontinuations drop- 
ped greatly, so that the nett growth 
‘Of telephones installed was about 
8.500, which is four times the ordinary 
figure. 

‘Long-distance traffic, too, between 
London and Scotland and London and 
the West, increased by 700 to 800, in 
fone instance by 1,900 per cent. ‘The| 
hight long-distance traffic, now at a 
shilling a call, any distance, totalled 
135,000 calls, compared with 63,500 the 
week before. At this rate handsome 
profits are certainly in view. 

‘The only complaint so far heard 
is that the equipment is not equal’ 
to the demand—though the staff 
certainly do their best—with the re-

This was 
brought about so that the reader 
should have no illusions when he 
heeds the cry of the seller outside 
the London theatres and in the 
Strand “Old Moore's Almanack, a 
penny. All the predictions for 
1935.” Caution is also given that 
to recognize the original astrolo- 
gical edition look for the letter 
“F" in the Signs of the Zodiac on 
the front page, which leaves little 
doubt as to the seer’s companion- 
ship with the stars in their 
courses.

organization. 

‘Having cleared the former Com- 
‘bandit areas of Reds, tufel, 
‘and other undesirable elements and 
taken all assurances to prevent a 
“come-back” by, posting men on 
patrol :nd guard duty, members of 
the Ph Tung Tui turn thelr atten- 
ion to the education of the masses. 
This system of education is known 
as the Min Chung Chiao Yu (Peo- 
ple’ Education Svstem), and is 
‘based on the Mass Education Move- 
ment System started in France for 
re Chinese Labour Corps by. Mr, 
fimmy” Yen, formerly of the China 
National Committee of ¥.M.C.A's 
in Shanghai. 

Under the militarists, there were 
few schools and these were attend 
ed only by the children of the more 
wellto-do, True, funds had been 
set aside but these usually found 
their way into the private purses of 
corrupt officials and grafting village 
and town elders. The common peo- 
ple and their children received no 
‘education whatever although they 
knew that they were contributing 
money for educational purposes, 
‘They were powerless to protest and 
they would not protest even if they 
could for fear of the consequences 
from thse more powerful than 
themselves. Hence, they were satis: 
fied to pay tribute ‘and allowed things 
to be run by the corrupt, 


Former Relgn of Terror 

Things were worse under the 
Communist-bandits, Far from free= 
Ing them (rom the shackles of ignor- 
‘ance and illiteracy, the Reds forced 
them to do labour’ which they were 
not called upon to do in the pa: 
Instead of carrying out their pro- 
mises to educate the people, "the 
Reds sativfed themselves with giving 
soap-box speeches on the benefits ot 
Communism and the Soviet system 
‘nd writiag huge inscriptions on the 
walls of houses and other buildings. 
‘The masses understood nothing of 
the political side of the 
ranguing: they only understood 
that they would not have to

In view of this state of affairs, it 
wag considered of primary import- 
ance to establish schools to educate 
not only the younger generation but 
adults, mate and female, as well 
Various organizations were assigned 
work in this connection and the Pik 
Tung Tul bas been doing its bit 10 
this respoct. Schools have beer 

lished in the recovered districts 
and members have becn placed in 
charge of those started by the Pik 
Tung Tu, 

In Fuchow, for instance, where the 
population is less than 30,000, there 
are 20 primary schools under Pih 
Tung Tui guidance, with 3,000 pupils. 
‘Thus, in that town alone, ten per 
cent.’ of the entire people have been 
given, or are being given, an educa 
tion, "In Lichuan, 37 schools have 
‘been opened by the same body and 
























































there are now 5,000 students in 
attendance. Substantial work is 
being done, .as witnessed by your 








special correspondent who visited 
number of schools in various towns 
and villages. 

At the present time, according to 
fan official’ report of the Pih Tung 
Tui, between 25,000 and 30,000 
pupils are being educated in their 
136 schools. It is compulsory for 
children between the ages of seven 
and fifteen to attend school, this 
being the first attempt to enforce 
compulsory education in China. This 
does not mean that adults are over- 
looked. Far from it. Classes are 
conducted for adults whose ages 
range from sixteen to 50 or even
